Notices of the order were sent 
out 
last night to insurance 
com­ 
panies. 
With ft few exceptions, payment 
of all cash surrender values of in­ 
surance 
policies 
and 
mak ing 
of 
policy loans on all policies are sus­ 
pended ‘‘until further notice” by the 
order. 
One of the exceptions is that ‘‘In 
cases of necessity” companies may 
mak e a loan to any person on a 
policy issued 
to him not exceed­ 
ing $100. A loan or cash surrender 
value 
may also 
be 
made 
“solely 
for the purpose of having such loan 
or cash surrender value applied to 
the payment of any premium or ob­ 
ligation of the policyholder.”

country ’s 
new 
ambassador

Mex ico, 
Josephus 
Daniels, 
has 
taken 
charge of his post with Mex ican official 
sentiment strongly in his fav or. Further, 
he has mollified the sectqr of student sen­ 
timent originally opposed to him, and 
seems well on” his way to continue weld­ 
ing the two countries’ bonds of friend­ 
ship as a worthy successor to Dwight W. 
Morrow^ and J. Reuben Clark, Jr. 
Only 
from the handful of irreconcilable Com­ 
munists may 
opposition 
be 
ex pected. 
Mex ico as a \v hole accepts Mr. Daniels as 
a friend, and his part of the Vera Cruz 
incident will 
not 
bo 
considered a dis­ 
qualification. 
The capture of Vera Cruz w’as an un­ 
fortunate incident in the relations of the 
tw^o countries, but it was dictated by sy m­ 
pathy with the Mex ican rev olution, wirich 
now prev ails. 
Mr. Daniels, who was Wil­ 
son’s secretary of the nav y , thus is con­ 
sistent in his ex pressions of friendship for 
the Mex ican people, in wiiose behalf the 
action of 19 14 was taken. 
Mr. Wilson 
abhorred Mex ico’s return to the feudal­ 
ism of the Diaz regime under President 
Huerta, a counter-rev olutionary , w^ho had 
deposed Madero. 
That Gen. Carranza, 
the rev olutionary leader, would rescue 
Mex ico from Huerta’s ''military despot­ 
ism, stained with blood,” was Mr. Wil­ 
son’s hope. 
When a boatload of Ameri­ 
can marines, sent to buy gasoline, w’as ar­ 
rested by federá is at Tampico, and Hu­ 
erta refused to salute the American flag 
in apology , relations grew more strained. 
This country lifted its arms embargo, to 
permit the Carranza forces to receiv e mu­ 
nitions. 
It is deplorable that interv ention was 
the nex t step. 
Orders were giv en to seize 
Vera Cruz to prev ent the Huerta forces 
receiv ing a shipload of arms from Ger­ 
many . 
In the resultant battle, 18 Ameri­ 
cans and 12 6 Mex icans were killed. 
The 
United States continued its support of 
Carranza 
until 
he 
attained the presi­ 
dency . 
How’ev er, he prov ed to be an im­ 
practical political leader, and his rule 
was 
disappointing. 
Nev ertheless, 
our 
gov ernment’s policy of that period was in 
behalf of the Mex ican people’s demands 
for political and social reforms. Mr. Dan­ 
iels is sincere and speaks for our people 
in ex pressing his adfniration for Mex ico s 
achiev ements under the new^ regime. The 
two peoples hav e many interests in com­ 
mon, and, with a ne'v deal operating in 
each country , they are drawn ev er more 
closelv together.

Martha Logan Says 
Waffle” a Cheese Sandwich 


You, no doubt, are wondering 
what on earth 
a cheese wafiTc 
sandwich can be. It mak es a queer 
sotmding combination but is merely 
a trick toasted sandwich that melts 
in vour mouth. It is so intriguing 
look ing, too, when made. 
So often we have friends drop in 
to cali and if it is a “coolish” day, 
we lik e to give them a cup of tea and 
a sandwich. 
Or—perhaps you have 
a family that lik es to mak e its own 
sandwiches Sunday evening. 
In 
either case, you will find this sand­ 
wich quite delightful. 


There are really only three main 
ingredients needed—a weL ’'*■ 0- 
cessed cheese, a loaf of wholewheat 
bread (maybe two if you are hungry) 
and some nutmeg. 
Remove the 
crusts from the whole wheat bread 
and cut slices moderately thin. 
Cover a slice of the bread with a 
slice of cheese. Be sure the cheese 
you choose is firm and has ‘'body/* 
yet melts quite smoothly without 
stringing—in other wordis, a good 
cheese. After you have placed the 
cheese on the slice of bread, sprink le 


with a little nutmeg. 
Cover this 
with another slice of whole wheai*. 
An/i here is the way you “waflB^ 
the sandwich and also toast it. 
Heat your waffle iron as you would 
for waffles. Place one of these sand­ 
wiches in each section. 
Press the 
cover firmly do\^*n and toast the 
sandwich a very few minutes. When 
it is done, it will be a lovely crunchy 
brown and have the imprints of the 
waffle iron on it.
